Mone, Ky., April 5.—Miss AbbDie On- 

ver of Sturgis, Union Co., Ky., is the beaut!- 

ful daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Taylor Oliver. 

She was ruined about eight months 

ago and Henry Delaney. a young 

Grug clerk was charged with being the 

author of her downfall. He, however, stren- 

uously denied the charge and both parties 
sought legal advice, but no 

were instituted in court. Last night about 9 

o’clock the mother of the girl entered De- 

laney’s place of business and at the point ofa 
pistol - compelled him to go with her 
to à carriage outside in which her 
husband and daughter were seated. The 
four drove rapidly to Morganfield, a distance 
of fifteen miles. Though it was s o’clock in 
the morning a license was procured and 

Delaney was forced to marry the girl. 

The party started home in the carriage, but 
when they had gone about three miles from 
Morganfield four men surrounded the car- 
Triage and began firing into it. After the first 
shot Delaney jumped from the vehicle and 
ran toward the attacking party, who were 
supposed to be his friends. firing 
continued and the newly made. wife was 
shot through the head. Her father was 
shot through the face and in the right arm. 
Strangely enough Mrs. Oliver escaped from 
the fusilade of bullets. Grabbing the reins 
she whipped up the team and dashed 
at full speed down the road 
for a mile and turned in 
ata farm residence. The attacking party 
followed, firing as they rode. The girl, who 
was soon to give birth to her child, died ats 
o’clock this morning, and the father is 
fatally wounded. 

Mrs. Oliver recognized the cowardly as‘ 
sailants and warrantsfor their arrest were 
issued, Sympathy is with the Olivers and 
mobbing is threatened.. There is great ex- 
citement as the parties are highly connected | 
and the affair has created a tremerdous

FLANAGAN THORNTON WANTONLY KILLS AN 
ARKANSAS CONSTABLE. 


PLUMMERVILLE, Ark., April 5.—About 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, at Menifee, a 
small station five miles east of thts place, 
Flanagan Thornton, a negro, shot Constable 
Chas, F. Pate with a Winchester, the ball en- 
tering and passing eptirely through Pate’s 
bowels. Constable Pate had a warrant for 
the arrest of Thornton and proceeded to read | 
the warrant, when Thornton, who had a 
Winchester in his hands, told Pate if he went 
farther he would kill him. Pate said: 1 
don’t want to die, and turned away to 
leave him, when Thornton fired at him, hit- 
ting him as stated. 

A colored man helped Pate into a house 
near by and started on horseback for a phy- 
sician in the neighborhood. 

Thornton headed him off and attempted to 
shoot him, but his Winchester missed fire 
and the colored man made, his escape in an 
opposite direction, coming to Plummerville 
and giving the alarm. 

A posse of men with a pack of bloodhounds 
started immediately in pursuit of Thornton 
and more than likely will overtake him be- 
fore night, and there is little chance that 
Thorton will ever see the light of another 
day, as the posse in pursuit are. 
a determined lot of men and w give 
Thornton but little show to prolong his mur- 
derous career.

New York, April 5.—Wm. McGreevy, ex- 
member of the Dominion Parliament; Peter 
Mitchell, Hector McKensie, Wm. Wainwright 
and Mr. Connolly, all prominent Canadians, 
are atthe Hoffman House.

THE RIGHT STANDPOINT. 

There is a disposition to take it for 
granted that the report of Commissioner 
Blount with regard tothe conditions ex- 
isting in the Sandwich Islands will deter- 
mine the course of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the matter of annexation.

The matter 
should be settled from the standpoint of 
the United States without reference to that 
of Hawaii. We have everything to do 
with the destiny of the American Republic 


and nothing to do with the destiny of the 


Sandwich Islands, 

Commissioner Blount’s report will fur- 
nish little data of any value in reaching a 
wise conclusion with reference to our own 
interests. In fact, his report is likely to 
disturb the calm deliberation and con- 
centration of view which should 
mark our consideration of the 
tion. We know now that to an- 
nex Hawaii would de to depart 
trom our safe and sound home policy and 
embark upon a limitless policy of imperial - 
ism. We can realize in sufficient measure 
the cost and consequences of such a policy 
and the folly of extending our territory 
far into the ocean and taking into our na- 
tional family a brood of mongrels. We can 


‘easily recognize how illogical it is to at- 


tempt to protect ourselves by assuming the 
protection of an exposed point over 2,000 
miles away, and to try to increase our 
strength by splitting our forces. In case 
of war it would cost more in ships and 
men to hold and defend Hawaii if an op- 
ponent like England should attack it than 
to guard our whole coast line. 

But the question is not susceptible of 
serious discussion, The argument is all

PAST AND FUTURE ELECTIONS. 


If there is any virtue in election laws the 
next campaign will differ from the cam- 
paign brought to a close yesterday and 
many previous campaigns as day from 
night. The people have seen the last of 
the old methods of conducting campaigns 
in which the free use of money has been an 
influential factor. 

The next campaign will be carried on 
under the corrupt practices act which has 


deen signed by the Governor and goes into 


effect shortly. Doubtless few citizens re- 
alize what radical changes in campaign 
and election methods are embodied in 
this law. Under it no candidate 
is permitted to spend a cent of money to 
influence voters except through the legiti- 


mate channels of campaign documents. 


The sum allowed for all campaign expen- 
ditures is so small as to admit of none 
except the absolutely necessary election 
expenses and every cent expended by 
either the candidate or the campaign com- 
mittee must be accounted for under oath 
and the sworn statement of expepditures 
must be publicly filed before the successful 
candidate can assume his office. 

The rolls of boodle which have figured 
in nomination contests must be as con- 
spicuously absent as the campaign 
funds in elections. There oan be 
mo assessment of candidates, A can- 
didate cannot treat a voter to a drink 
ora lunch or any sort of entertainment 
without running the risk of losing his 
office if elected. No voter can accept 
a treat from a candidate without 
running the risk of imprisonment, There 
can be no carriages to convey voters to 
and from the polls, and the paid cam- 
paign worker must go out of the business. 
Even the charity fair is shut out. 

A moment’s consideration of the pro- 
visions of this comprehensive measure will 
show how different the future elections 
will be from past elections. The care that 
has been-taken to make it self-enforcing 
by throwing extraordinary risks around 
its violation gives it strong promise of 
effectiveness, but the greatest promise lies 
in the recognition by honest candidates 
and voters that the elimination of the 
money factor from politics is an invaluable 
achievement, 


Now IF Gov. Stone will give usa good 
administration of the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office and the Municipal Assem- 
bly fails to stamp out the merchant li- 
cense abuses and corruptions in Collector 
Ziegenhein’s office the next Legislature 
will complete the work it should have fin- 
ished when it created the office of Hxcise 
Commissioner, The issuing and assessing 
of licenses of any sort should never be en- 
trusted without check of any kind to the 
same Official who coliects the tax. The 
power to ‘‘compromise’’ these taxes has 
been a tremendous lever in the hands of 
Ziegenhein and the Republican party in 
this election.

Defrauding Newspaper Advertisers. 
From the Washington Star. 

Ifthe New York Legislature ig in session 
for the purpose of advancing the general 
welfare it will no longer hesitate to pass the 
bill which makes it a misdemeanor for news- 
papers to m talse statements as to their 
circulation, oughtless people may hastily 
imagine that sen legislation is of no possi- 
dle concern to the public, but that such a be- 
lief is erroneous must be evident after a mo- 
ment’s consideration. Every good citizen 
must favor law that will promote honesty in 
the business relations of life, and the meas- 
ure to which reference is now being made 
‘will work needed reform. The customer who 
asks his grocer for and pays for ten pounds 
of sugar may cause the arrest of the trades- 
man if he endeavors to cheat him out of half 
the quantity; and the principle of this ex- 
ample may be applied to dealings of nearly 
all who are engaged in buying and sell- 
ing. But, except in California, there 
is no statute that will protect the adver- 
tiser; and that term includes every success - 
ful merchant. An advertiser, in the days 
of keen competition, endeavors to reach 
the public through the most widely circu- 
lated medium, and in their unrighteous 
efforts to secure patronage many advertising 
solicitors do not hesitate to lie about the 
numberof papers published by the manage- 
ment in which they are interested. Thus a 
newspaper of small circulation may by the 
artistic falsifying of its representatives se- 
cure much money under false pretenses. It 
is nothing more than right that the adver- 
tiser should be protected, and he needs no 
other protection than a law which will make 
plain the actual circulation of every journal 
by punishing false statements upon that 
point. There should be sucha law here and 
every where else, 


Editors in Office. 


From the New York WORLD. 

A reputable and well-equipped editor, cor- 
respondent or reporter is apt to be better 
qualified for any office to which he would 
aspire than are the majority of other men 
who seek public station. And if a journalist 
is specially fitted fora particular office, and 
is commended to the appointing power by 
his character and reputation, there should 
be no rigid rule that would forbid his ap- 
pointment. 

Yet as it is better for editors not to take 
office, so it is on the whole better for the Ad- 
ministration that they should not be selected. 
Nobody of intelligence pays any attention to 
the utterances of a journal whose editor holds 
an appointment from the President. Itis 
felt that honest criticism from such a news- 
paper is as little to be expected as disinter- 
ested support. The office-holding editor thus 
impairs the influence of his journal and dis- 
qualifies himself from serving his patron. 

The soul and strength of a newspaper lie in 
its absolute independence and perfect candor 
and honesty. It should be neither hampered 
by obligations nor biased by prejudice. 4 
free and unsubsidized press is the bulwark of 
republics. Such freedom is not compatible 
with office-bolding by the editors.

HUNTED DOWN IN SRAZIL. 


Detective Henry’s Capture of Two Em: 
Denz ers in South America. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., April 5.—The capture 
in Brazil of Harpin A. Botsford and A. A. 
Cadwallader, well Knowi in financial circles 
in this city, created a great deal of surprise. 
The first intimation the public had ofthe 
arrest of the fugitives was coptained in a 
telegram from New York announcing 
their arrival on the steamer Segur- 


anca in custody of Capt. C. E. Henry, a 
special officer of the American Surety Co. 
Harpin A. Botsford is about 45 years of age, 
and has a wife and daughter living in Cleve- 
land, O., and another wife in Brazil. He 
was employed by Gray, Jenks & Co., whole- 
Sale lumber dealers of Cleveland, as their 
Philadelphia agent, and about ten months 
— o wrote to is arm that he had collected 
out $20,000 and had fled to a country where 
— would be safe from extradition. 

A. A. Cadwallader was formerly a bank 
cashier of Philadelphia, and later president 
ofa bank at West Superior, who embezzled 
large sums from his bank and slipped off to 
Brazil about three months and a half ago. 
Capt. Henry sailed for Brazil on the steam 
er Alianca on Christmas Day of last year 
and as there is no extradttion treaty be 
tween that country and the United States 
he was provided with a special request from 
Washington tothe Brazilian Republic to de- 
liver Botsford up. Henry arrived at Rio on 
Jan. 19, and at once begana chase that took 
him over thousands of Salles of Brazilian ter- 
ritory. The detective gives this eccount of 
his adventure: I foand out that Botsford 
had four cone poe sengers when he went to 
Rio last June, ne of those passengers told 
me, after | had promised not to reveal his 
name, that Botsford, or ‘Ford,’ as he was 
calling himself, was at Malto Dentre, Sao 
Paulo. Acting on that information the gen- 
eral Government issued orders to the police 
to aid me and the ‘Delegate’ of the province

I finally located 
Botsfora definitely at Campenas, in the State 
of Sao Paulo, and after a good deal of trouble 
with the authorities made ready to arrest 
him.

surrounded the house wheré Botsford was. 
His poor wife fainted when he was put 
under arrest, but he took things coolly. . He 
asked me to git down and have a talk, and 
sald that he would give me his word of honor 
at an American gentieman that if I would 
leave him at liberty he would repay Gray 
Jenks & Co. the amount he had enibeasiod 
from them in five or six years. I told him 
that he could a proposition to the 
lawyers when he got ho I was afraid 
that his young ‘wife’ wou d cause trouble, 
for the Bruzilians are very chivalrous and 
the poor woman was ina pitiable condition, 
but when lIexplained that tsford had a 
wife and child in thiscount heir sympathy 
disappeared.
